Baghdad summit could 


approve peace talks 
But within Geneva framework

Though signalling no sul al 
development in Syria‘s basic stance, 
the remarks made by Assad were 
seen as Indicating a possible shift 
rather on the part of the hardline 
Arab re: who have so far 
opposed peace negotiations or the 


- UN resolutions which govern them. 


The shift could mainly apply to 
Iraq, the country hosting the sum- 
mit, which settled a decade-old dis- 
pute with Syria last week. It may 
also affect the Palestine Liberation 


Organization whose chief, Yasser 
Arafat, Js at present conferring with 
Soviet leaders in Moscow. 

Tt waa not clear to what extent a 
relatively moderate resolution in- 
volving Arab hardiners would affect 
the current pea ce negotiations being 
conducted in Washington under the

U.S. Assistant Secretary of State 
Harold Saunders went on record last 
week as saying that should the PLO, 
in particular, make moves towards 
recognizing Israel's right to exist, 
the U.S. might reconsider its own 
position with regard to that move- 
ment — and presumably with regard 
to the peace process. 


U.S. modifications in the Camp 
David formulas were’ urged last 
week by & group of West Bank 
leaders, moderates and hardliners, 
who handed Saunders a document 
saying that the Maryland summit 
peace proposals could not merit 
their support. They said in the docu- 
ment that the Camp David proposals 
deny the Palestinian nationhood, the 
right to independence, aud the 
national movement led by the PLO. 
The proposals, they added, 
upon the right of the Palestinian 
refugees to return home.

(Dayan: Progress in peace talks, 
but compromises still needed 


Tripartite talks under 
way again today

WASHINGTON. — The U.5S., 
Israel and Egypt are acheduled 
to meet together today for the 
first formal trilateral dis- 
cussions on the draft peace trea- 
ty since the Israeli delegation 
returned here from Jerusalem 
last week. 

This development comes amid 
‘growing indications that the 
Israeli and Egyptian delegations 
are moving towards a successful 
conclusion in their negotiations. 


Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
yesterday emerged from a meeting 
with Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
to say that ‘‘considerable progress’" 
has been achieved during the past 
few days in reaching agreement on 
an Israeli-Bgyptian peace treaty. 

“AS far as I am concerned,” he 
told reporters, ‘‘I see no obstacle for 
not reaching an agreement.’ He 
predicted that Israel and Egypt will 
resolve their rem. differences 
on the substantive points in the draft 
treaty, but he could not say how 
much longer the negotiating procesa 
might last. 

‘The spokesman for the conference, 
George Sherman, was somewhat 
less upbeat in characterizing the 
talks. Whether or not progress will 
be achieved, he said, ‘‘remains to be 


seen." But Sherman did note that he | 


“personally” would agree with 
Dayan's statement, 


At the same time, however, the 
U.S. continues to demonstrate its 
anger over the Israeli decision to ex- 
pand settlements in a variety of 
ways, including ἃ deliberate effort — 
being resisted ironically, by both 


Israel and Egypt — to impose some 
sort of artificial freeze to the 
negotiations. 


Well-placed sources here familiar 
with both the Israeli.and Egyptian 
amendments to the earlier draft 
treaty, insisted last night that the 
positions of both sides were clearly 
“bridgeable.”” They denied that the 
settlements decision had upset the 
course of negotiations, suggesting 
that the Americans were more a 
about the decision than were ‘the 
Egyptians. ‘ 

Direct Israeli-Egyptian 
negotiations resumed on Sunday 
night when the Egyptians requested 
a meeting with Dayan and Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman. Defence 
Minister Kamal Hassan Ali and Ac- 
ting Foreign Minister Butros Ghali 
met informally with’ Dayan and 
Welzman at the Madison Hotel. No 
Americans were present. 


Yesterday morning Vance met 
with the Israeli delegation twice, 
with a specific emphasis on legal 
points to be included in the treaty. In 
the afternoon, Vance went through 
the same process with the Egyptian 
delegation. 


Officials said Vance was going 
over the {sraeli-requested 
modifications, to the draft peace 
treaty, which earlier had been ap- 
proved by the Israeli and Egyptian 
delegations here. If the Egyptian 
résponse is positive, the officials 
said, the two sides would be “very 
close" to final agreement. 

Dayan said the issue of the West 
Bank settlementa way not discussed. 
during his meeting with Vance. But 
it was raised during the session with 
the Egyptians on Sunday night. 


Prime Minister Menahem Begin, 
who comes to the U.S. tomorrow 
before beginning an official visit to 
Canada next week, may meet with 
President Jimmy Carter over the 
weekend to discuss the entire settle- 
ment controversy. 


Sources in Washington disclosed 
last night that Vance may fly to New 
York later this week to meet with 
Premier Begin. At this point there 
are no plans for a Begin-Carter 
meeting although thia is not ruled 
out. 


The sources expressed the opinion ἡ 


that the negotiations here, apart 
from unperceived circumstances, 
could wind up later this week or next 
week. 


Since Camp David, the U.S. and 
Israel have had a running dispute on 
what Israel actually accepted — a 
three-month freeze 885 maintained by 
Israel, or a longer moratorium, as 
the Americans insist. The issue has 
delayed the exchange of Israeli and 
American letters on the settlements, 
and, has embittered relations 
between the two countries. 

The State Department spokesman, 
Hodding Carter, meanwhile, yester- 
day confirmed a published report 
which disclosed a few examples of 
the exact language of certain U.S. 
replies to a series of questions on the 
Camp David agreement posed by 
Jordan's King Hussein. 

The report, by syndicated colum- 
nists Rowland Evans and Robert 
Novak, did not go much beyond 
earlier disclosures of the replies, 
which were presented to Hussein by 


‘Assistant Secretary of State Harold 


Saunders. 


In answer to the King's question 
about the atetus of the Israeli 
settlers on the West Bank — ‘will 
there be any (settlements) after the 
end’’ of the five-year transition 
period? — the U.S. reply said: 
“Whatever number that might re- 
main beyond the transitional 
period...would presumably be 
agreed to in the negotiations concer- 
ning the fina! status of the West Bank 
and Gaza." 

This reply reportedly infuriated 
the Israel government because it im- 
plied that some settlers might be 
removed, as was the case in Sinal.

40 essential chemicals 
cause cancer, study shows 


GENEVA (AP). — As many aa 40 
“practically indispensible" 
chemicals and compounds used in 


᾿ today’s industry can cause cancer, 


the International Labour 
tion said in a report published 
yesterday. 

Among substances incorporating 
one or more of these, it said, are tar 
— which may give rise to cancer of 
the skin and Jung — soot, asbeston 
and chromium. 

Occupational cancer — caused by 
prolonged exposure to « chemical or 
ita agent — can be contracted elther 
by inhaling dangerous vapours and 
dusts, by accidenta] splashes pler- 
cing the skin, or even by a worker 
not washing his hands after handling 


a dangerous substance, said the 
report. 

Calling on member states to in- 
troduce new laws for the mandatory 
testing of all chemical substances 
suspected of causing cancer, the 
report pointed out that in exceptional 
cases, three to six months’ exposure 
can be sufficient for a cancerous 
reaction to start. Normally, the 
period is hetween five and 20 years, 
it said. 

The report warned that the danger 
of cancer does not stop inside the fac- 
tory, but is spreading to next of kin 
and neighbours, with the growing in- 
cidence of lung cancer around some 
~pabestos mines given as a case in 
Point. 


Jewish group worried about influence 


of Arab petrodollars:on.U.S, policy... 


CAMBRIDGE, Massachusseta 
(UPI). — The American Jewish 
Committee says it is worried that 
billions of Arab petrodollars pouring 
into the U.S. economy could be used 
as a ‘‘weapon'’ to influence 
American foreign policy. 

In a report issued at its annual 
meeting this weekend, the group 
called on the Carter administration 
to control the flow of petrodollars 
into and out of the U.S. 

Switzerland and West Germany 
have already taken action to 
“discourage and even penalize" 
growing Arab investments, the 
report noted. 

The report's authors, economists 
Robert Nathan and Louls Walinsky, 
estimated that Arab nations have in- 
vested $60b. in American businesses.

They call themselves refugees 


THE HAGUE. — Holland, the coun- 
try that did so much to protect Jews 
during World War II and which in 
more recent years became 2 haven 
for dissident Latin Americans, today 
is receiving a new wave of refugees. 


This time it's Christians, and they 
are fleeing Turkey’s Eastern 
Anatolia region. Already about 1,000 
members of the Syrian Orthodox 
Church, and a smaller number of 
Armenians, have claimed refugee 
status in Holiand. The Dutch, with 
problems of their own these days, 
would like to put 2 halt to the flow. 


Entering Holland as a refugee 
these days is not much of a problem. 
According to Dutch law, anyone who 
arrives at the borders of Holland and 
declares: “I claim the status of 
refugee," must be admitted into the 
country. Once inside, the refugee 
seeks A permanent status, which en- 


‘titles him, to'tertain material 


benefits. But ever before his case is 
decided upon, ‘his needs are looked 
after by the Netherlands Foundation 


for Refugees. 
The question, however, is whether

these newcomers are in fact 
refugees. Some Dutch observers 
claim they are merely people seek- 
ing jobs. They point out that for 
years Christians from Eastern 
Anatolia had been settling in the 
towns of Almelo and Hengelo in the 
Twente region of eastern Holland as 
guest-workers. Then when the textile 
industry there became depressed 
and unemployment set in, work per- 
mits for would-be Turkish Christians 
dried up. And at that point, say these 
observers, the people on the waiting 
list starting crying “refugee.” 

No one in Holland is claiming that 
the Turkish Christians’ stories about 
Moslem persecution are untrue. It 
was acknowledged, tor example, 


that just recently: Turkish: 


authorities arbitrarily closed two 
Syrian Orthodox monasteries in the 
vicinity of Midyat, which were the 
only educational facilities for Chris- 
tian clergy in that area. 


STILL, numerous Dutchmen are 
convinced that the Syrian Orthodox 
descending on the country are more: 


, pulled by job opportunities than 


pushed by persecution. The Dutch 
government in mid-summer finally 
stated it would accept no more. 
However, until the law is changed by 
an act of parliament, the refugees 
will continue to come. 

To complicate matters, Syrian 
Christians have also started arriving 
in Holland from Syria. They ap- 
parently believe that the Syrian 
peacekeeping force’s activities 

Lebanese Christians bodes 
ill for them at home, so they are get- 
ting out while they can. 

And if Holland does in fact close its 
doors to the Syrian Orthodox, ap- 
parently others will be open. Some of 
the refugees have already turned up.

TEL AVIV. — Personal saving plays 
&n importent role In the financial 
planning of the average Israeli. The 
rate of private savings here is 
among the highest in the Western 
world. 


Saving takes many forms. It may 
be in the form of a pension fund, in- 
vestment in index-linked bonds or 
even in compulzory savings loans, 
which in the past were initiated by 
the government. 

Of al the various instruments of 
saving, the bank-managed savings 
schemes represent the major portion 
of the total, They hold more than 
three million savings accounts. The 
total value of these schemes is ap- 
proximately three times that of al} 
the money invested in mutual funds. 

In view of their importance all 
savings schemes must have the ap- 
proval of the Tresasury and the 

esset Finance Committee. They 
pooner also conform to the regulations 
set down in the Law for the En- 
couragement of Saving. 

One characteristic of all the 
savings schemes managed by the 
banking community is-that they offer 
somewhat better terms than other 
{nstruments available on the 
market. . 

The range of savings schemes runs 
from those aimed at protecting 
money against inflation to those 
where the principal is either linked 
to the consumer price index or to the 
dollar. There are also special-purpose 
schemes, like those intended to 
assist in the purchase of an apart- 
ment. 


The most popular of these schemes 
is the ‘36,000 plan. It includes 
linkage of the principal to the con- 
sumer price index, the payment of 
three per cent ome unlinked, i 
the possibility obtaining an out- 
right grant, at the time of joining the 
scheme, of up to ten per cent of the 
principal. 

About a quarter of all ongoing 
savings schemes are based on the 
monthly pay-as-you-go plan. 

Assuming an average annual infla- 
tion rate of 30 per cent over the next 
six years, the return on the ‘'36,000" 


‘ scheme works out as follows, accor- 


ding to figures supplied by Shaul 
Shaham, manager of the Discount 
Bank savings department.

cumulated a principal of IL36,000, 
plus increments resulting from 
linkage and grant features, in the 
order of IL60,500, for a sum total of 


. 1L86,500. This works out that the 


principal and annual interest of 2.3 
per cent are fully linked. 


A comparison with an investment 
in the currently popular seven per 
cent bonds, which are 80 per cent 
linked to the consumer price index, 
shows that the investment yields 1.8 
per cent interest and principal fully 
linked. The absolute difference in 
money received would be 12 per 
cent, a substantial edge in favour of 
the "36.000" scheme. 


A relatively new savings scheme 
offering a choice of linkage ἐσ the 
cost-of-living, index or to the U.S. 
dollar was first introduced in May 
1978. Since then over ILSb. has been 
subscribed to it by the Israeli public. 


This particular plan offers the 
saver interest, linkage and an out- 
right grant. The maximum limit of 
the plan is 1L75,000 per individual. 
The linkage is in the form of an op- 
tion, whereby the bank offers to 
credit the saver’s account with 
linkage to the dollar in addition to 
the grant and the accumulated in- 
terest. The bank guarantees to pay 


* the higher of the sums at the end of 


the stipulated period, automatically. 
The saver may deposit a lump sum 
or make monthly payments of up to 
1L700. The grant amounts to three 
per cent of each deposit when 
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carried out on a monthly basis. It.is 
six per cent when the deposit is made 
in one lump sum. In additier ‘o the 
Nnkage, the bank pays three per cent 
compound interest for savings linked 
to the index, and flve per cent for 
savings linked to the dollar. Interest 
and linkage increments are tax-free 
after three years of saving. 

One of the favourite '‘special pur- 
pose” plans is the one designed to 
help in the purchase of a new apart- 
ment. A special feature of this plan is 
that the saver is entitled to a 
mortgage loan, after five years of 
saving, of up to double the amount of 
his total savings, with a IL60,000 
maximum. Furthermore, the in- 
terest on the loan is guaranteed to be 
only nine per cent, a fraction of the 
current interest rates. 

Here the government has stepped 
in to encourage savings and it makes 
available the mortgage money at the 
special low rate. Discount’s Shaham 
concedes that this particular plan's 
weakness lies in the maximum aum 
of 12.10,000 which can be deposited to 
start the scheme. 


The calculation of a typical 12-year 
scheme is as follows, when based 
on the assumption of 4 30 per cent an- 
nual rise in the cost-of-living index, 
and monthly payments of 11140, 
efter an initial payment of IL10,000. 
The value of the savings will be 
1L386,000, to which a mortgage in the 
sum of IL60,000 will be added for a 
grand total of 1L.446,000. 

As favourable as these schemes 
are, they have come under sharp 
criticism due to the special terms 
which indicate that the saver will 
lose the tax exemption and the 
special grant if he interrupts his 
payments within the first two years. 
In that case the advantages normal- 
jy due to the saver apparently ac- 
crue to the bank, and this is the core 
of the criticism. 


From all of the above it can be 
seen that saving is a way of life in 
Israel. 
reasons for this are different from 
those in other parts of the world is 
difficult to determine. But the basic 
drive ig clearly connected with a 
feeling of insecurity. 

Regardless of the reasons behind 
the public's willingness to save, it is 
quite clear that the present high 
level of saving will continue into the 
foreseeable future.

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Role in search of a Knesset 
ALTHOUGH it was officially declared open yesterday, the 
Knesset's winter term may take a while to start in real earnest. 
For after a long period of blissful indifference, the parties have 
suddenly discovered, with a jolt, that there is a round of local 
elections starting next Tuesday. 


The voting for mayors, it is true, will this time be ostensibly | 


personal; but most candidates have their avowed political links. 
Moreover, voting for.the councils will still be a straight party 
ticket affair. Knesset Members will therefore be devoting the 
next week or 50 to the lowly chore of assuring that municipal tax 
collectors and building inspectora carry the right party badges. 

Then, presumably, they will come back in droves to examine 
the huge pile of legislation awaiting them in the coming session. 
One piece of legislation deals with a matter arising directly 
from the new system of local elections: mayoral authority. i 

Separate balloting for mayor and councils may easily result 
in local executives and legislatures owing fealty to opposing 
parties. To prevént obstruction, and stalemate, a suitable ex- , 
pansion tn mayoral powers is obviously called for. A bill to that 
effect was yesterday tabled by Interior Committee chairman 
Hillel, and should win quick passage. 

This, despite the massive lack of enthusiasm on the part of 
interior Minister Burg, whose attitude, needless to say; is inno. 
way related to the fact that the NRP is a trifle short of genuine 
mayoral candidates. 

When the last Knesset drew to a close, the Justice Minister 
dumped in parliament's lap a hefty package of supremely im- 
portant bills, including a proposal for the virtual abolition of ad- 
ministrative detention, and the setting up of a constitutional 
court. This was somewhat unexpected, in view of Mr. Tamir's 
earlier well publicized view that what the country was suffering 
from was not a want but a surfeit of laws. But it was, and 
remains, a welcome initiative all the same. 

There remains the little matter of the peace treaty, which, 
barring a diplomatic earthquake, this session of the Knesset will 
be asked to ratify. 

The requirement is, of course, political rather than strictly 
legal. But the government realizes full well that, short of 
holding a plebiscite, such as waa pledged by the Labour regime, 
the least it can do is to seek a semblance of popular sanction 
through approval by the Knesset. 

It has already done so in regard to the autonomy plan, and the 
Camp David ‘‘framework" agreements. In both cases, it got 


what it wanted. In neither case was assent the product of active 
prior consultation. A fatt accompli was rather presented, and 
the Knesset was invited to choose between the possibly un- 
palatable (acceptance) and the wholly unthinkable (rejection). 

Now the government may have good ground to think that the 
peace treaty it signs will be accorded similar courtesy, despite 
the fact that its road to peace is atrewn with the shards of broken 


* promises and fractured illusions. 


The time has come to question whether this procedure 
enhances or demeans the quality of a free democracy. 

True, modern peace covenants, though eventually opened to 
full view, cannot be openly arrived at. A degree of immunity 
from immediate publicity is a condition of success. And the 
Knesset, even its Foreign Affairs and Security Committee, is a 
leaky vessel. 

But so is the cabinet itself, and when it speaks out, it is all too 
often reduced to meaningless gesturing. 


known that it wants to be compensated for the oil pumped by 
Israel from Sinai wells. Israel's reply has so far been a dis- 
missive no. 

Where, it may be asked, are the long-awaited Israeli repara- 
tion claims for three decades of economic boycott, for the 
closure of the Suez Canal, for confiscated Jewish property? Are 
these claims so confidential they cannot be disclosed? Or is it 
rather that they have not been thought worth presenting? 

‘What has been made public, indirectly, is that Israel is asking 
the U.S. not only for the Sinai airfields but for huge compensa- 
tion for abandoned Yamit es as well. Considering the 
well known American view on the legality of the Yamit 
settlements, this is merely calculated to expose Israel to 
ridicule and contempt. 

The Knesset cannot force itself as a consultant upon the 
government. But that does not mean it is obligated to sit on its 
haunches and wait, until it is too late. It still can, if it wishes, 
make itself a forum for unsolicited advice by its own members, 
and by the many outstanding authorities whose views the 
government planners have not thought worth canvassing.

MY BATTLE to refute the ac- 
cusations of torture made by the 
“Sunday Times” in June last year — 
accusations which inflicted a terri- 
dle injury on Israel's good name — 
was 8 one-man crusade.

LAND APPRECIATION TAX _ 


To the Rditor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — In Doris Lankin's enlighten- 
ing and lucid explanation of the 
operation of the land appreciation 
tax (October 19), an inaccuracy 
appears, which must be corrected. 

As a general rule, the tax is com- 
puted at a maximum rate of 60 per 
cent of the real, J.e.,.20n- 
inflationary, profit (61 per cent for 
corporations) plus 10 per cent of the 
gain attributable to inflation. This, 
however, is subject to an over-all tax 
Iimitation of 50 per cent of the total 
gain, including both the real 
economic and the inflationary 
gain — Sec. 48A (d) of the Land Ap- 
preciation Tax (Amendment No.6) 
Law, 5735-1975. The article fncorrect- 
ly stated that this 50 per cent rate 
applies te the economic profit only. 

Although the rate of our taxes is 
controlled by our financial and 
military needs, tempered in part by 
political considerations, it is inex- 


cusable for our tax statutes, ea- 
pecially the land appreciation tax, to 
so complex and imprecise that 
even experts have difficulty in 
deciphering them.
